Alabama Power Co. and 
Duke Power Co., Chal- 
lenged Government’s 
Right—No Dissent.

WASHINGTON, Jan: %3-—-The 


Supreme Court ruled today the 
Government could make loans and 
grants for publicly owned electric 
plants. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
the Public Works Administrator, 
said the decision would affect con- 
struction of 52 power projects cost- 
ing $84,026,288 for which his agency 
had allotted $30,191,944 as loans to 
be repaid and $21,674,408 as Federal 
grants. 

Constitutionality of the Govern- 


ment's activity was challenged by 
the Alabama Power Co. and. the 
Duke Power Co. They sought to 
enjoin Federal financing of projects 
in four Alabama municipalities and 
at Buzzard Roost, in Greenwood

“While the loan,“ he continued,

Saying that the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia had ruled that no ‘“te- 
gal or equitable right of the power 
company (Alabama) had been in- 
vaded and the company, therefore, 
was wi t standing to challenge 
the validity of the administrator's 
act,“ Justice Sutherland added: 
“With that view we agree.” 

Ne Desire to Cause Injury. 

After reviewing proceedings in 
lower courts he said: 

“It, therefore, appears that each 
of the municipalities in question 
has authority to construct and op- 
erate its proposed plant and distri- 
bution system in competition with 
petitioner (Alabama Power Co.) and 
to borrow money, issue bonds and 
receive grants for that purpose; 
that it determined to do so of its 
own free will, without solicitation 
or coercion; that there was no con- 

spiracy between any of the respon- 
dents and other person, or any effort 
or action motivated by a desire to 
cause injury or financial loss to pe- 
titioner, or any purpose to regulate 
rates or foster municipal owner- 
ship of utilities,” 

Duke Case Opinion. 

Justice Sutherland also delivered 
the opinion in the Duke Power Co. 
case, saying the same questions 
were presented as in the Alabama 
litigation. 

“Upon the question of petitioner’s 
standing to maintain the suit,” he 
said in the Duke case, “the lower 
court held, in substance, that the 
competition proposed by the county 
was lawful and that even though 
the administrator were without au- 
thority to make the proposed loan 
and grant, no legal right of petion- 
ers was thereby invaded.”

ZARAGOZA, Spain, Jan. 3.—Ed- 
ward J. Neil Jr., Associated Press 
war correspondent with the Span- 
ish insurgents, died yesterday of 
shrapnel wounds which he suffered 
Friday. while reporting the insur- 
gent counter-offensive on the Te- 
ruel front.

Company Says Board 
Failed to “Take Into Ac-

DETROIT, Jan. -The Ford Mo- 
tor Co. asked the National Labor 
Relations board today to set aside 
its finding that the company had 
violated the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act. In a petition filed with 
the board here and in Washington 
the company also asked for a re- 
hearing. 

The petition contends the board 
“exceeded ‘its statutory authority,” 
that its findings of fact are “unsup- 
ported by substantial evidence,” are 
“contrary to the weight of the evi- 
dence,” and are “insufficient to sup- 
port the order made.” 

The board on Dec, 28 gave the 
company 10 days in which to rein- 
state 29 men discharged, it was al- 
leged, for union activities and to 
post notices in its plants here that 
it was desisting from its opposition 
to organization of its employes by 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America. 

The 10-day period expired today. 
The company has.not posted the no- 
tices or reinstated the 29 men. 

At Washington the Labor Board 
said it would delay court action to 
enforce its order to consider the 
company’s petition. 

The petition, announced by Louis 
J. Colombo Sr., Ford counsel, as- 
serts “the decision and order reflect 
a failure on the part of the board 
to take into account the conditions 
existing in Michigan at the time of 
the events treated in the report.” 

“Denied Fair Hearing.” 

The petition concludes: “The re- 
spondent has been denied a fair 
hearing both within the meaning 
of the statute and in violation of 
the Fifth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the

There ig a trend in the world 
away from the observance both of 
the letter and the spirit of trea- 


Disregard for treaty obligations 
seems to have followed the sur- 
face trend away from the demo- 
cratic representative form of gov- 
ernment. It would seem, there- 
fore, that world peace through 
international agreements is most 
safe in the hands of democratic 
representative governments—or, 
in other words, peace is most 
greatly jeopardized in and by 
those nations where democracy 
has been discarded or has never 
developed. 

I have used the words “surface 
trend,” for I still believe that civ- 
ilize@ man increasingly insists 
and in the long run will insist on 
genuine participation in his own 
government. Our people believe 


In that 
faith lies the future peace of 
mankind. 


Problem at Home. 

At home; conditions call for my 
equal candor. Events of recent 
months are new proof that we 
cannot conduct a national govern- . 
ment after the practice of 1787, 

or 1837, or 1887, for the obvious 
reason that human needs and hu- 
man desires are infinitely great- 
er, infinitely more difficult to 
meet than in any previous period 
in the life of our republic.

We have heard much about a 
balanced budget, and it is inter- 
esting to note that many of those

Remands California Litigation 
Without Passing on Rate- 
Making Method.

WASHINGTON, Jan., 3—The In-

for a 15 per cent rate increase, esti-

“We have an entirely open mind,” 
they said of the petition. 

Operating Costs Too High. 

Along with their discussion of 
the rate situation, the commission- 
ers criticised what they said was 
the failure of the railroads to effect 
greater operating economies. They 
expressed the belief that the rail- 
roads, by co-operation with each 
other, and the co-ordination of 
many of their facilities and opera- 
tions, could make “further material 
reductions in operating expenses.” 

In this connection the commission 
expressed belief the Association of

Recalling commission efforts to 
bring about such reductions in op- 
erating expense with the aid of a 
Federal Co-ordinator of Transpor- 
tation, an office which Congress 
allowed to expire in 1936, the report 
said:

Entitled to Fair Return.

was laid down by Justice Harlan in 1898 in the Smyth 
vs. Ames decision, invalidating a Nebraska statute 
regulating railroad rates. It was a popular decision 
40 years ago and there was no dissent in the court. 
For at that time, William Jennings Bryan and other 
supporters of the reproduction cost principle saw in 
it the means for bringing about rate reductions based 
on valuations devoid of “inflated prices of the past.” 
The doctrine, as enunciated in Smyth vs. Ames, 
listed various factors which were entitled to consid- 
eration in a determination of the “fair value” of 
utility property, but enough of these factors have 
been dropped through the years to leave original cost 
and reproduction cost as the commanding elements. 
This principle was reaffirmed in decisions of 1909 


and 1912, and it was in harmony with this line of 
ess for the 


decisions that the Southwestern Bell case was decid- 
ed in 1923. 
supporters and opponents of the reproduction 
cost principle had changed sides, but the Supreme 
Court remained consistent.. Seven members, speak- 
ing through Justice McReynolds, sided with the tele- 
phone company. Justice Brandeis, joined by the late 
Justice Holmes, agreed that the commission’s order 
should be invalidated, but for the reason that it pre- 
vented the utility from earning a “fair return on the 
amount prudently invested in it.”. Frankly character- 
izing the “rule of Smyth vs. Ames” as “legally and 
economically unsound,” Justice Brandeis declared: 
It (the rule of Smyth vs. Ames) has failed 
to afford adequate protection either to capital or 
to the public. It leaves the door open to grave 
4njustice. It is essential that the rate base be 
definite, stable and readily ascertainable and that 
the percentage to be earned on the rate base be 
measured by the cost, or charge, of the capital 
employed in the enterprise. 
The actual value ofa utility is not to be reached 
by a meticulous study of conflicting estimates of 
the cost of reproducing new the congeries of old 
machinery and equipment called the plant and 
the still more fanciful estimates concerning the 
value of the intangible elements of an estab- 
lished business. The utilities seem to claim 
that the constitutional protection against confis- 
cation guarantees them a return both upon un- 
earned increment and upon the cost of property 
rendered valuéless by obsolescence. 
When the famous St. Louis 4 O'Fallon Railway 
Co. case the greatest lawsuit in history,“ as it was 
termed in 1929 because of its bearing upon all rail- 
road valuations—was decided, the rule of Smyth vs.

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A GREATER TRAFFIC SLAUGHTER. 

Forty thousand persons were killed by automobiles 
in the United States in the year just ended, it is 
estimated by the National Safety Council. ‘This is 
the largest total for any year since the Motor Age 
began. Though familiarity with the daily reports 
of motor fatalities tends to breed complacency, the 
assembled total is a horrifying figure. It represents 
a mass of men, women and children larger than the 
population of such cities as Joplin, Mo., and Danville, 
III. And behind the fatality figures is the larger 
total of those injured, some hopelessly crippled and 
doomed to long suffering. 

Though the total of deaths has increased about 6 
per cent over the 37,800 of 1936, the Safety Council 
offers some reasurrance when, computing fatalities 
on a mileage basis, it finds “there has been no 
actual increase in the traffic death rate.” That is; 
gasoline consumption—the gauge for estimating mile- 
age—rose 6 per cent in the year, about the same ratio 
as motor deaths. 

This ig true enough statistically. There ought to be 
no inclination, however, to accept this showing with 
complacency. Numerous factors have been in opera- 
tion that should have reduced the traffic slaughter. 
That they did not reduce it is reason for redoubled 
effort in 1938 to put a curb upon this national 
menace. 

New safety appliances are constantly being added 
to automobiles. Traffic engineers are removing high- 
way hazards. The list of states having drivers’ li- 
cense laws grows longer. Safety campaigns have 
been carried on in virtually every city. Police and 
courts are tightening up on reckless. motorists, Yet, 
despite all these precautions and safety measures, the 
traffic toll mounts in numbers and grows no smaller 
in percentages! 

It is a problem that should be among the fore- 
most in public concern. A fervent hope for the new 
year is that full concentration upon its solution will 
bring lower figures at the end of 1938.

The high court agreed to pass 
upon a decision of the Southern I- 
linois Federal District. Court, dis- 
missing an indictment against the 
Carolene. Products Co. of Litchfield, 
III., charging it with “fraudulently 
and unlawfully” shipping its prod- 
uct into Missouri. 
The Federal District Court held 
the act was “clearly an attempted 
exercise of police power over local 
affairs under the guise of regulat-

The 
operating rate dropped from 86.4 
per cent in mid-September to the 
lowest in the final week of 1937 re- 
corded since August, 1934. 
A month ago operations aver- 
aged 27.5 per cent and a year ago, 
when the industry was moving into 
the most active period since 192%, 
the rate was 79.4. 
Unlike the opening phase of 1937, 
the industry has entered the new 
year without large reserves of un- 
filled orders. ; 
However, the upturn was widely 
hailed in financial circles as a hint 
the decline had passed the low 
point. Mills were forced to re 
trench in recent months as con- 
sumers cut buying to the bone in 
order to work off old supplies and 
reduced man in line with 
general ind recession.
